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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Claims 1-8, A system for receiving and processing MPEG data, 
comprising: A) a digital tuner 

B) a decoding system including a frequency converter to obtain spatial 
domain data, and generate subsampled spatial domain data, and a motion vector 
module for receiving a motion vector and reference image data 

C) a first summer D) a frame buffer. 

Species II: Claims 9-15, A computer program product for implementing in a 
system, comprising: 

A) a computer-readable medium 

B) processing the MPEG data to generate a first video resolution 

C) receiving a request for a second video resolution 

D) subsampling the MPEG data to obtain a reduced video stream 
corresponding to the second video resolution 

E) selectively presenting either or both of the first and second 
reconstructed video streams. 

Species III: Claims 16-22, A system for receiving and processing multiple 
streams of MPEG data, comprising: 

A) a first digital tuner B) a second digital tuner 

C) an MPEG decoding module for producing a first and a second 
reconstructed video output signal, the second reconstructed video output signal derived 
from reduced freguencv coefficients and predicted frame data 

D) a display 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed specie on 
the basis of the corresponding claims listed above, and to indicate to the Examiner the 
elected claims of the disclosed specie for prosecution on the merits to which the claims 
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shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim 
is considered generic.
